Will Become Serious Menac* t* 


War Vesssls, 


Ft. Blafsen, Baden.—Admiral Alfred 
ron Tirpltz; German naval authority. 
In an interview, guv* hi* views •>* the 
nffueace «*f aircraft upon fnture wars. 
He dis«smnte«l the Z«»i»pefin airship 
as too much subject to wind and too 
vulnerable for ordinary reconnolter- 
leg. 
The airplane, in his opinion, has a 
much greater futur«*, as it iu*s an eco­ 
nomic importance for truffle which will 
tend to perfect it for war purposes. 
While the airplane bus taken a high 
place in land fighting as a substitute 
for cavalry, Admiral v«»n Tlrpitz said 
it hud not d*vek»|M*d Its uxefulnesa t«» 
th«? same d«*gree in sen recoil noi taring, 
hut that was probably <iue to the sew - 
a< ss of the airplane, 
which 
water- 
plancs of the future might concelvabif. 
jyiirome. 
The admiral reserved hi» opinion ««*• 
the p«»sslbllity of eflfectlv* attacks by 
airplanes upon battleship*, hut dearly 
• howed that he doubt* that airplane* 
will beeome u great menace to the 
warships, as, he pointe«! out, the lutter 
w ill «levelop di'vices for defense, while 
h«*avily loaded airplanes will always 
>« in danger of counter attacks from 
tighter machines. 
“In cou»i>ari*oo with ships,” he siiid, 
‘airplane* will always hav* n fujidu- 
ujf-ntal disadvantage in their small 
nndlng capacity, especially when they 
ire to be us« d on h wide expanse of 
x-«uin. Fr«>tn a stinl.v of the history o f 
oaval warfare, the greatest exponent 
tt which was an American, T nin p«*r- 
mnded that the uature of naval fore«** 
$111 nut change with a Jerk, b«t witf 
lev lo p organically, for «levehipmeat 
hikes some time which only !u luiag- 
¡nutlofi and fund«*« will be akipped. In 
this rosi>ect, the late war has n«€ 
»fferted any fundamental alteratlo»» 
although, of course, the rate of tech­ 
nical development Is much fust*r than 
formerlv.”
